Madame Clara Schumann gave a pianoforte recital on 
the 17th June. This was the programme: — Variations in 
Eb, on a theme from the Eroica Symphony, by Beethoven j 
Two divertimentos (Op. 17), and Suite de Pieces (No. 1, 
Op. 24), by Sterndale Bennett; Variations on " Aus dem 
bunten Blattern" of Robert Schumann, by Clara Schu- 
mann; Sarabande and Gavotte (in the style of Bach), by 
Johannes Brakens ; Claviersttick in A major, by Scarlatti ; 
Carneval (scenes mignonnes, Op. 9), by R. Schumann. 
At the end of each piece, the audience gave unequivocal 
marks of satisfaction. Madame Schumann's own piece is 
very pretty, and very difficult ; it is on a most melodious 
theme, and was beautifully played. At the end of the 
concert, Madame Schumann responded to the universal 
re-demand, by again playing Scarlatti's Claviersttick; 
which was well fitted to conclude such a concert, being a 
wonderful piece of interpretation and execution.

The vocal performers 
were Madame Weiss, Miss Milner, Miss Dolby, Herr 
Reichardt, and Mr. Weiss ; conductor, Herr Molique ; 
organist, Mr. W. B. Gilbert ; and leader, Mr. H.Blagrove. 
After the oratorio, a full anthem, by the same composer, 
for a double choir, with organ obligato, " Let my soul bless 
God," and Mendelssohn's Symphony in A, were performed. 

Philharmonic Concerts. — The fifth concert of the 
present season took place on the 9th June ; when Signor 
Sivori played Paganini's Violin Concerto in B minor, and 
Miss Arabella Goddard performed Sterndale Bennett's 
Pianoforte Concerto in C minor.
